TEHRAN. Nov. 18 — Islamic 
militants occupying the UB. Em- 
bassy in Tehran have agreed to free 
eight black men and five women 
hostages tomorrow, according to a 
Tehran radio statement monitored 
today in London. 

The broadcast said the 13 will be 
handed over to the Foreign Minis , 
tiy tomorrow and expeflecL 

Earlier today a U.S. woman and 
two black UB. Marine hostages 
who woe brought before re porter s 
at rhe UJS. Embassy said that their 
Moslems captors intended to free 
them soon. 

The display of the hostages, who 
have been held for 15 days, coincid- 
ed with a reported threat by Ayatol- 
lah RiihoQah Khomeini to put on 
trial any remaining white U S. men 
accused of spying. 

Katherine Gross, 22, Sgt Laddl 
Maples, 23, and Sgt William 
Quarles were introduced to report- 
ers, photographers and cameramen 
today more than 90 minutes behind 
schedule. All three said that they 
were told they would be released ei- 
ther today Of tomorrow. 

Miss Gross said that the condi- 
tions under which the 62 UB. hos- 
tages were being held were very 
good. “We haven’t had any prob- 
lems,” she said. 

“We’ve been fed more than fairly. 
We’ve slept nights. There haven't 
been any problems physically,” she 
said. “Maybe people have been 
mentally upset, but other than that 
we haven't had any problems." 

Ayatollah Khomeini yesterday 
ordered the students to release 
black and women hostages who 
were not suspected of spying be- 
cause, he said, blacks are oppressed 
worldwide and Islam grants “spe- 
cial rights" to women. 

His threat to try other hostages as 
spies, reported by the U.S. televi- 
sion network NBC. also was made 
by Ayatollah Moosavi Khoyeni, the 
spiritual leader of the students oc- 
cupying the embassy. He said that 
any suspected spies would be tried 
before an Islamic court unless 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi, the de- 
posed shah who is under treatment 
for cancer in a New York hospital, 
was returned to Iran. 

Those tried as spies “will have to 
t punishment due to them ao 
-g to Islamic justice," he said.

Evidence of the disarray is every- 
where, they said. Army desertions 
are said to run weD over 50 p er ce nt, 
although just how high no one real- 
ly knows. On the other hand, many 
Iranians in uniform are masquerad- 
ing as soldiers, having received little 
or no training. 

The air force flies little, has been 
pniged erf its leaders and suffers 
from a lack of maintenance and 
from sabotage, the analysts said. 

Tbe navy, which has tried to stay

lost its leaders, they said. About six 
weeks ago, several ships moved into

In all the services, the analysts 
said, discipline has virtually disap- - 
pearetL Soldiers are reported to be 
unkempt, to refuse to obey simple 
orders and to go on strike if their 
superiors try to enforce their au- 
thority. Weekly pleas to deserters to 
return to duty are said to go 
unheeded. 

The analysts said that the army 
and the air force are under the con- 
trol of colonels who tend to favor 
the Ayatollah Ruhoflah Khomeini 
because they were blocked from 
promotion by tbe deposed shah’s 
generals. Some of the purged gener- 
als have been replaced by moderate 
generals called out of retirement lo 
become figureheads.

Wolff, in a telephone interview, said 
the United Slates should not be 
training pilots who might be adver- 
saries someday. 

Tbe Iranian Army, when it was at 
full straigth. had 285.000 men orga- 
nized into three infantry and three 
armored divisions. The infantry was 
armed with West German rifles and 
Israeli machine pistols, the armored 
divisions with UB. M-48 tanks of 
Korean War vintage and British 
Chieftain tanks. Trucks came from 
the Soviet Union. 

Since the revolution in Februaiy, 
arsenals have been ransacked and 
weapons and ammunition have 
been passed out, largely to leftists 
rather than to followers of Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini. 

The air force of 100,000 men was 
armed with 190 F-4 Phantom jet 
fighters and 166 F-S Freedom jet 
fighters.

Few of the planes 
are flying because the civ ilian tech- 
nicians who maintain them are de- 
moralized, toe Defense Department 
analysts said. 

The disintegration of the 30.000- 
man navy is said (o have hurt oil 
shipments because it is responsible 
for the operation of Iran's oil termi- 
nals. 

Tbe Defense Department ana- 
lysts said Iran’s logistics were in 
chaos because computers have bro- 
ken down and no inventories of 
spare parts or supplies exist.

Thailand to Open Border 
To 200,000 Cambodians

BANGKOK. Nov. 18 (NYT) — 
Urged on try the Western world, 
with the United States taking a 
leading role, Thailand has decided 
to open its borders, beginning this 
week, to an influx of Cambodians 
from among an estimated total of 

560.000 who are camped along the 
frontier. 

International officials said today 
that a site for up to 200,000 refu- 
gees was being prepared about eight 
miles from the border and about 20 
miles north of the border town of 
AxanyapralheL 

They said that movement of the 
refugees, the largest such group in 
Indochina, might begin as early as 
Tuesday and was expected to reach 

10.000 a day. 

How many of the total number 
camped on the border will come 
aodnow many will prefer to remain 
in Cambodia to resist Vietnamese 
occupation is not known. But the 
refugee community, in which the 
United Nations higjh commissioner 
for refugees and the International 
Committee of the Red Cross are 
playing leading roles, expects that 
most who come will require med i c al 
attention, many will be gravely ill 
and some wQl die. Famine and a 
host of diseases have been taking a 
heavy toll of Cambodians along the 
bonter.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18 — The izir 
carceration of the hostages hi Iran 
is only th* latest in a Tfemg number 
of terrorist activities, according to a 
study released here. 

The study, issued last week by the 
Conference Board, a nonprofit eco- 
nomic research organization sup- 
ported by badnesses, forecasts flat 
there win have been between 3,000 
and 3,200 terrorist incidents tins 
year — more than doubting last 
year's 1,311. In the first nine 
months of 1979, there were 2,662 
acts of terrorism. 

Unlike the Iranian situation, 
winch has been sanctioned by an 
cansting government, most terrorist 
incidents are perpetrated by anti- 
gpvemment groups. And the vic- 
tims are usually n p pfliwmmpni in- 
dividuals. 

The incidents, which indude as- 
sassinations, kidnappings, bomb- 
ings and personal assaults, have 
been largely against businesses, the 
study said, Between 1970 and 1978, 
55 pe r cent of the Americans kid- 
napped abroad were business exec- 
utives, while 28 percent were in the

“In. many areas of the world,” 
said Patrick McGuire, the board’s 
project director and author erf the 
study, “terrorist attacks are now al- 
most as certain as rainfall. And 
business has become a leading tar- 
get. There is no doubt that terror- 
ism has begun to affect c or p or ate 
lifestyle overseas . . . Ultimately, 
tins trend may wdl mfhiwnm many 
business investments abroad. . 

“From a statistical standpoint, 
the news is all bad The latest data 
show the incidence erf terrorist ac- 
tivity these days is nearly 400 per- 
cent greater than it was in 1970 and 

climbing." 

Nearly three-quarters of all ter-, 
racist mrirfents have occurred in 14 
countries; the United States, Argen- 
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tina, Italy, Colombia and Puerto 
Rico are the leading locales. The 
study s aid biggest increases in 
terrorist activity had been in bomb- 
ings, a category accounting for 
nearly half of all incidents. 

The board said its study was 
compiled from chronologies of ter- 
rorist activities maintained by the 
State Department, the CIA, the 
Rand Corporation and Risk Inter- 
national, ua, a firm specializing in 
the monito ring of international ter- 
rorism. 

The study says that in kidnap- 
pings the stakes are rising dramati- 
cally. Before 1972, no terrorist 
group had demanded as much as SI 
minion in ransom. But there have 
been 58 kidnappings since then in 
which the demands reached or ex- 
ceeded that figure In the case of 
Ttwlian Pr emier AklO MOTO. it went 
to SI billion; in others it has 
reached $61 million for the direc- 
tors of an Argentine corporation, 
$22 mini on for an Au strian manu- 
facturer and $14 mfltion for a U.S. 
executive (that sum was paid). 

“A ransom of $5 millio n to S10 
minio n is dow virtually the norm 
for terrorists,” the study said. 
About SI50 motion in ransoms has 
been paid to terrorists since 1970, 
the study said. 

Good Odds 

But kidnapping victims stand a 
good chance erf survival. Acco r d in g 
to the study, ‘of 567 individuals kid- 
napped since 1970, 35 lost their 
lives — about a fourth of them were 
killed during seizure attempts. Kid- 
napping victims were hdd an aver- 
age <rf 33 days. 

Only a few organizations offered 
ransom insurance a decade ago, hut 
today the list is growing the study 
said. Lloyds of London, Federal In- 
surance and the American Insur- 
ance Group are the primary carri- 
ers. The number of companies of- 
fering such insurance is not known 
because corporations can lose their 
coverage if they admit to having it 
But insurance industry sources re- 
port, a dramatic increase in the pur- 
chase of kidnap insurance in the 
last four years. 

The study said that some potides 
cover only upper-level executives — 
presidents, general managers or 
heads of overseas operations — be- 
cause they are the most likely tar- 
gets. Typically, companies- are in- 
sured for the first $500,000 or $1 
miTKo n erf the ransom loss. 

While the study said that com- 
plete protection erf overseas plants 
and executives is not possible, same 
firms are taking a variety of steps to 
prevent occurrences. 

For instance, they are making ho- 
tel, airline s and restaurant reserva- 
tions tor executives under pseudo- 
nyms, removing company identifi- 
cations from cars, trades and air- 
planes. keeping secret the addresses 
and phone numbers of overseas 
managers, periodically changing the 
type of automobiles and license 
plates of overseas executives .and 
shredding business documents 
when they are no longer needed.

PEKING, Nov. 18 (UPI) — Po- 
lice arrested at least two men at De- 
mocracy Wall today, as the official 
press demanded tough punishment 
for “counter-revolutionaries” whose 
action allegedly could plnnge China 
into another round of turmoil Eke 
the Cultural Revolution: 

The first arrest occurred when 
five uniformed policemen cut 
through a crowd that had gathered 
at the wall to watch three men ay to 
seize a hand-printed magazine m»n 
a youth, who clutched H and 
ducked left and right to shake off 
the men. The poheemen wrestled 
the youth* to the ground. As they 
dragged him away, he tossed the 
magazine to bystanders. 

A jostfing and jeering crowd of 
about 50 people gathered four to 
five deep around a police vehicle, 
stopping it briefly from pulling 
away from the wall with at least two 
arrested men. A foreign bystander, 
said he saw a third person arrested. 

Police officers escorting the jeep 
yelled at the crowd to make way. 
The vehicle moved ou after a tense 
minute during which a few in the 
excited crowd banged on the vehi- 
cle's roof. Hundreds watched the in- 
cident from a distance. 

It was the second Sunday in a 
row that arrests have been made at 
Democracy Wall — the only place 
in the capital where the public u al- 
lowed to express opinions on wall 
posters.

U.S. Senate Votes Budget ; 
$29. 8-BiUion Deficit Seen 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 

— The Senate has approved a 
5547.6- billion federal budget for 
this fiscal year, after dropping an 
enforcement provision that would 
have kept committees from surpass- 
ing that total. 

Since the House had refused to 
accept that “reconciliation provi- 
sion,” the Senate leaders dropped 
their insistence on it. 

The Senate's 57-to-20 vote on Fri- 
day left unanswered what Congress 
will do if, as expected, it starts to 
exceed the spending ceiling. 

One alternative would be to raise 
the ceiling. But Senate budget lead- 
ers warned that they would resist 
such a measure, and they put non- 
binding language in the budget res- 
olution to that effect 

If Congress fails to raise (he ceil- 
ing, then the first spending bill to 
exceed it will be subject to a point 
of order on grounds that it violates 
the budget rules.

Labor: Future Uncertain 
With Departure of Meany

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 — It 
was a time for reflection and sad- 
ness here Friday as unionists from 
across the nation heard the story of 
George Meany, a story that reflect- 
ed the power and the weaknesses of 
both “Mr. Labor” and the unions 
he has led since 1955. 

Mr. Meany, who wQl end Ids 24- 
year reign as president of the 13.6- 
million-member AFL-GO tomor- 
row, sat quietly in a wheelchair 
throughout the lengthy tribute paid 
to hi™, his mhwl quick, atilt incisive, 
but his body weak, his face thin and 
pale. 

The praise far the 85-year-old la- 
bor leader was unreserved, coming 
from President Carta, House Ma- 
jority Leader Thomas CTNoIl, D- 
Mass., Senate Minority Leader 
Howard Baker. R-Tenm, and many 
others in and out of the labor move- 
ment. 

But labor’s critics say that, de- 
spite Mr. Meany’s best efforts, or- 
ganized lahrw m the United States 
has declined badly since he took 
office in 1955 as the first president 
of the AFL-CIO.

• Despite the decline in the ratio 
of union membership to the total 
number of workers, unions have ex- 
perienced a real gain of more than 3 
million members, and there are 
nearly 22 million of them in the 
United States, which can hardly be 
viewed as a negligible force, Mr. 
Meany and Mr. Kirklan d argue. 

Thus, while there seems to be no 
indication, that unions today are 
fighting for survival, many of the 
leaders here agree that the labor 
movement faces hard times as it 


moves into the post-Meany era. 

The difficulties will come from 
continued and intensified attacks 
by many employers and anti-union 
forces who believe that the statistics 
show labor is on the ran. 

Other problems wifi come from 
within the labor federation as lead- 
ers of individual affiliates speak cut 
more frequently on their own, less 
inclined to accept Mr. Kirkland's 
viewpoint as they did Mr. Meany’s. 

Mr. Kirkland, a South Carohna- 
botn intellectual, is regarded by 
many as mare of a technocrat than 
a charismatic Leader, and he will 
have to prove his ability to unite the 
Fences of labor and hud them to- 
gether as Mr. Meany has been able 
to do. 

While there appears to be so dan- 
ger of a breakup of the AFL-CIO, 
many union leaders expea a frag- 
mentation of the federation. 

Mr. Kirkland’s own stature rose 
here Friday, with Ins tribute to the 
man he wm succeed, a summary of 
Mr. Meany’s years as a trade union 
leada. 

Mr. Kirkland said the determina- 
tion of Mr. Meany led to the merger 
of the old American Federation of 
Labor and the Congress of Industri- 
al Organizations in 1955, and he 
said that “no single event in Ameri- 
can labor history exceeds that in 
importance.” 

Few at the convention here 
doubted that Friday's ceremonies 
marked the real end of Mr. Meany's 
role as the patriarch of American la- 
bor.

For enemies of organized labor, 
the figure is good news, a happy 
signpost for groups such as the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers' Committee For a Union-Free 
Environment. 

For the friends of onions, it is a 
depressing figure, a sign of weak- 
ness, but one that Has been put into 
perspective by Mr. Meany and his 
successor, Labe Kirkland, who is 
scheduled to be elected AFL-CIO 
president at the convention here to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Meany, Mr. Kirkland and 
other defenders of the “House of 
Labor” agree that unions are, in- 
deed, anda harsh attack these days 
and that the labor movement faces 
a difficult future. But they insist 
that, as Mr. Meany put it, “the la- 
bor movement is vital, dynamic, 
growing. . . and ready to do battle 
with any foe who would destroy it” 

It is true, they say, that union 
membership as a percentage of the 
work force is down, but this is not 
as devastating as it appeals when 
viewed in the context of these devel- 
opments: 

• Many traditional centers of 
trade union strength, such as manu- 
facturing and rail transportation, 
have remained stagnant in sze or 
have shrunk since Kir. Meany took 
office. Fewer than 500,000 railroad 
workers today haul mare goods 
than the 1.4 milli on did in 1955. 
That substantial gain in productivi- 
ty cut deeply into the ranks of un- 
ion membership. The steel industry, 
also highly unionized, has dropped 
from more than 1 million workers 
when Mr. Meany began his term to 
about 433,000 now, and their pro- 
duction is substantially greater to- 
day than in 1955. 

• The part-time work force of 
the United States has tripled since 
1955, while the number of full-time 
workers — those most susceptible 
to union organizing — has only 
doubled. 

• White-collar service workers, 
technicians and engineers, tradi- 

nonunion, hive rapidly in- 
in number, far outstripping 
the other, more unionized sectors of 
the economy. Unions are, however, 
moving ahead rapidly in some 
white-collar fields, particularly in 
government, where today more than 
half of the 12-million workers are

2 U.S. Airlines Pay Fines 
For Faulty Maintenance 3

NEW YORK. Nov. 18 (NYT) — 
The Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion said that American Airlines 
paid a record $500,000 fine for im- 
proper maintenance of DC-10 jum- 
bo jets, including the plane that 
crashed in Chicago in May with a 
loss of 273 lives. 

The agency also said that a fine 
of $100,000 was being paid by Con- 
tinental Airlines for similar viola- 
tions. 

Both carriers denied that they 
were guilty of breaking any rules in 
maintaining their DC-lOs. They 
said they were agreeing to the fines 
solely to avoid the expense and dis- 
ruption of lengthy legal battles. 

The charges were detailed in let- 
ters sent to the two carriers by the 
FAA*s chief counsel Clark Onstad. 

Both American and Continental 
were said to have violated

.the underwing engines and engine 
mounts, or pylons, as a angle unit. 
It was the loss of an engine-pylon 
mount as the plane was lairing off 
that precipitated the disaster in Chi- 
cago lust spring.

Isroel Postpones

who have died In detention at Ka- 
bul jails during the regime's 18 
months in power, according to a re- 
port received here yesterday. 

The Afghan capital went into 
mourning immediately. Many resi- 
dents lost at least one relative, the 
report said. The dead did not in- 
clude casualties from the continuing 
guerrilla war. 

The report said that hundreds of 
women and children, wailing and 
denouncing President Hafzznllah 
Amin as a murderer after reading 
the list posted at the ministry, were 
roughly handled by Kabul police 
who struck some with rifle hurts. 


“Almost all of the dead were edu- 


cated people including profe 
teachers, students, dvu servants, 
mullahs [Moslem priests], mer- 
chants and shopkeepers," the report 
said.

S. Korean Parties Agree 
To Cooperate on Reforms 


SEOUL Nov. 18 (NYT) — The 
long-estranged political parties of 
South Korea have agreed to cooper- 
ate in revising the constitution and 
restoring democratic rule. A bipar- 
tisan National Assembly committee 
is to start work on the reforms later 
this month. 

The agreement was disclosed af- 
ter Kim Jong Pil, the new president 
of the ruling Democratic Republi- 
can Party, paid a conciliatory cour- 
tesy call yesterday on 'Kim Young 
Sam. head of the opposition New 
Democratic Party, at the NDFs 
headquarters. 

It was the first time leaden of the 
two parties had met in two and a 
half years, and it is the first con- 
crete gesture of political harmony 
since the assassination on OcL 26 of 
President Park Chung Hee. While 
the two leaders have differed pub- 
licly on the timing of the restoration 
of democracy, both have publicly 
favored an end to the authoritarian 
system under which Park perpetuat- 
ed his rule for 18 years. 

Kim Young Sam, SI, had said he 
favored constitutional revisions 
wi thin three months and elections 
by April. Fortner Premier Kim Jang 
Pil, 53, who engineered the 1961 
coup in which Park came to power, 
has said a year might be required to 
amend the constitution.

LUSAKA, Zambia, Nov. 18 (AF) 
— Rhodesian government troops 
blew up three bridges early today 
deep insiH* Zambia, a Turanian de- 
fense spokesman said. 

The spokesman said that the 
Rhodesians blew up a railway and 
road bridge at Kaleya in southern 
Zambia and two bridges near 
Rufunsa, east of Lusaka, the capi- 
tal. He did not say whether there 
were any casualties. 

It was the second report that 
Rhodesian troops had destroyed 
bridges in Zambia since the negotia- 
tions on ending the guerrilla war in 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia began in Lon- 
don on Sept. 10. Zambia is the base 
of the Zimbabwe African People’s 
Union, the wing of the Rhodesian 
guerrillas led by Joshua Nkomo. 

According to Zambian authori- 
ties, Rhodesian troops blew up 
three bridges OcL 12 in northern 
Zambia, breaking Zambia's vital 
rail link with Tanzania. The Rhode- 
sian military command in Salisbury 
denied that the strikes occurred. 

Meanwhile, several sources in In- 
komo, Zimb abwe Rhodesia, said 
yesterday that the Rhodesian Army 
is using Soviet-built tanks that it

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A Carnival of Crisis 


As in the old movies about mine shaft dis- 
asters, the victims are trapped out of sight 
while a carnival of crisis rages overhead. 
Menaced by an unstable mob in an ungo- 
verned land, they wait for rescue before the 
place explodes. The rescuers dig tunnels by 
every route, through the United Nations, the 
Arab League, the Elysee Palace, the Vatican. 
But most of the visible commotion no longer 
concerns the victims. The vultures of crisis, 
we among them, seem to have more import- 
ant business. 

We recognized our own guilt even before 
competitors arrived from the PLO. Pravda, 
the Pentagon, the Republican and Democrat- 
ic National Committees, Chase Manhattan 
and Amnesty International. As the crisis 
struck, we were fixed on peddling energy pol- 
icy built around a stiff gasoline tax. Those 
hostages provided a new opportunity, we 
thought, for Jimmy Carter to atone for his 
fluffs of summer; the ayatollah was a heaven- 
sent antagonist to make Americans face up 
to their oil predicament and willing to pay 
the price of conservation at last. 

* * • 

Now, however, the market is glutted with 
competing snake oils. There are stands sell- 
ing a new United States Navy, Army and 
military draft and a retread CIA. You can 
find a dozen encyclopedias of power, some 
autographed by Henry Kissinger, and abso- 
lutely free instruction in muscle-building and 
psychotherapy from a horde of presidential 
candidates. The professional prophets of eco- 
nomic doom are selling survival kits. The 
grain merchants are peddling boycott pills. 
The human rights lobby is filled to the ceiling 
with guilt. Some labor unions are advertising 
imaginative new pretexts for refusing to 
work. Filmmakers and surely also a Broad- 
way musical team are rushing rival scripts. 

You might think it impossible to outdo 
this U.S. spectacle, but that misjudges the 
world's gift for theater. Yasser Arafat is so 
busy playing statesman he hardly has time 
for the Israelis' misadventures in the West 
Bank. And the ayatollah's many anti-Zionist 
voices are celebrating their hunt for the shah 
with tributes to the Jews’ pursuit of Adolf 
Eichmann. One imaginative Iranian even 
dreamed up an affirmative action formula 


for releasing the hostages by sex and race. 
Never underestimate the power of an idea. 

What, in all this madness, finally matters? 

First, the lives of those people inside the 
Tehran embassy. When even the Senate ma- 
jority leader condones throwing rocks at Ira- 
nians in the United States, President Carter’s 
plea for restraint requires daily reiteration. It 
should be obvious that decency and principle 
cannot be defended by indecent and unprin- 
cipled action. But let us at least be mindAil of 
the risk of inciting the Tehran crowds with 
television pictures of U.S. riots. When rivals 
taunted him with restrained boasts of their 
greater firmness. Carter, too. Felt compelled 
to show rhetorical muscle and harped on the 
“firmness” of his restraint The president’s 
values in this episode have been admirable. 
He need not apologize. The country needs to 
cool it. 

The second concern should be for the prin- 
ciples at risk. Many times 100 lives will be 
jeopardized if governments are shown that 
they can seize defenseless diplomats or other 
aliens to promote a cause or settle a 
grievance. Refusing such a deal is a higher 
value than defending the price of oil or the 
value of the dollar. Resisting such bl ackmail 
is no mere issue of honor. It is a practical 
requirement of order and peace. 

Finally, there is the shah. The crimes of 
which he stands accusal in Iran are serious. 
So is the vengeance of the people who threw 
him from his throne. Americans have neither 
moral nor legal sanction to be his execution- 
ers. For months, he was barred from the 
United States for reasons of state — a desire 
for oil and strategic ties to a new Ir anian 
government that Americans wooed in many 
ways. Last month, the shah was admitted for 
other reasons of state — affirmation of at 
least a personal debt to a former ally. 

Die nations of the world have struggled 
for centuries to create an imperfect system 
for adjudicating their legal and financial 
claims against each other. One of the few 
things they have all agreed to avoid in the 
process, even in wartime, is the retaliatory 
slaughter of innocents. After the carnival, aU 
proud Iranians will want to feel that they fi- 
nally honored this frail doctrine of humanity.

Finally, Food for Cambodians 


Rosalynn Carter, who has been home for a 
week now, was plainly shaken by the sight of 
starving Cambodian refugees on her visit to 
their camps in Thailand. She said then: *1 
want to go home as fast as I can and mobilize 
people and do all we can to help the people 
here.” There are indeed still things ‘to be 
done. Mrs. Carter's report to her husband 1 
may have speeded them up somewhat But 
people were “mobilized” months ago. Presi- 
dent Carter, his administration and Congress 
have only followed their lead. It looks now as 
if Cambodia will finally be fed- The presi- 
dent can help complete the task more swiftly 
than it was begun. 

With increasing funds from many nations, 
Oxfam, the International Red Cross, Unicef 
and other agencies have negotiated growing 
amounts of aid into Thailand’s camps and, 
more important into Cambodia. Delays in 
Thailand as well as Cambodia were said to 
have limited flights from Bangkok to Phnom 
Penh to one a day. Now there will be more, 
by this route and others. The planes carry 
not only food and medicine but trucks and 
equipment to disperse the aid. Ships have en- 
tered Cambodia's ruined deep-water port of 
Kompong Som. And Vietnam has agreed to 
let foreign boats sail up the Mekong River to 
Cambodia. 

That country’s internal transport network 
is also improving. Food is beginning to get to 
the countryside. The outcry around the world 
has worked — too late to prevent much suf- 
fering but in lime to save many lives. 

Some experts believe Cambodia will, in a 
month or two. be getting the 1,000 tons of 
food a day it needs. But others remain skepti- 


cal; Senator Danforth, for example; has said 
that truck convoys from Thailand are also 
needed. Several hundred thousand people 
seem to be trapped in areas beyond the con- 
trol of either the Vietnamese-sponsored re- 
gime in Phnom Penh or the forces of the de- 
posed Pol Pot But Phnom Penh still won’t 
allow convoys through regions held by its en- 
emies. 

The Cambodian regime of Heng Samrin 
continues to fear the intentions of the United 
States, China and the United Nations more 
than it pities its own people. These tragic 
suspicions were plainly encouraged by much 
of the world’s political support for Pol Pot 
and others who aspire to overturn the regime. 
* * * 

Mrs. Carter can still help mobilize the 
White House to remove some remaining ob- 
stacles. The president could insist on even 
faster deliveries of food and medicine to 
Thailand, where the United States has the 
influence to assure the distribution of aid. He 
can Find a new coordinator for refugee affairs 
to replace Dick Clark and put that person, or 
someone, in clear charge of helping Cambo- 
dians, whether or not they are technically ref- 
ugees. The president can offer more cargo 
planes to private agencies, and more trucks. 

To reach the people who still seem beyond 
help even of these efforts. Carter needs to 
make it the policy of the United States to 
keep pressing food upon Cambodia from 
every direction, and in excessive amounts 
with no strings whatever. Once it is there, 
people will help people, which is the only

This year the setting is Tunis and 
the dale, tomorrow. The meeting, 
according to the Moslem calendar, 
closely coincides, with the first day 
of the year 1,400. which begins 
Wednesday. The summit thus 
ushers in a new century, during 
which the Arabs will seek greater 
influence on the world scene, while 
pursuing their aim of victory over 
Israel. 

Much of the preparatory work 
for the summit has been done by 
Jordan's King Hussein, the survivor 
of at least nine attempts against his 
life and today the longest-ruling 
Arab monarch. 

Long ago Hussein decided that it 
was time for the Arab world to 
move away from rhetoric toward 
action. Perfectly aware of the bal- 
ance of power, he does not mean 
military action. What Hussein is 
looking far is a strategy of peace or 
at least something positive to coun- 
teract U.S. diplomacy in die Middle 
East. 

Palestinian Autonomy 

Perhaps fudrily for Hussein, U.S. 
efforts have fla gge d, albeit tempo- 
rarily. The question of Palestinian 
autonomy under Israeli rule is not 
something that roving Washington 
envoys can solve with ease. 

And Hussein is more concerned 
with finding a solution than any 
other Arab ruler: 60 percent of Jor- 
dan’s 2 J> million inhabitants are 
Palestinians to whom the vision of a 
lost homeland is very much alive. 
While, through various U.S. initia- 
tives, Egypt and Syria have recov- 
ered some of their territory lost to 
Israel, Jordan’s West Bank is still 
wholly occupied.

The New York Times editorial, 
“Loosening the Energy Noose”, 
(IHT, Oct. 3Q, 1979) is laudable in 
all aspects but one: namely, h 
misses the point of the energy crisis 
entirely. 

The crisis centers about the de- 
pendence of the Western industrial 
nations and Japan upon imported 
oil. This limited resource is best etn- 
as a transportation fuel for 
ial nations, as feedstock for 
the petrochemical industry, and as a 
base energy resource for the devel- 
oping world. 

Conservation of oil consumption 
can only go so far in alleviating the 
crisis. Beyond tins, the real solution 
lies with the replacement of petrole- 
um by other prime energy sources, 
most notably- coal and uranium. 
Coal has three drawbacks: 

1- It is dirty and punitive to the 
environment 

2. It is dangerous both in the 
mining and in the bunting. 

3. It is bulky and requires, there- 
fore. a transport system that does 
not always serve as required.

CHICAGO, Nov. 18 (AP-DJ) — Gold and silver futures rose Friday, 
reverting themselves for the fifth time last week amid concern over the 
situation in Iran. Copper also rose as New York Commodity Exchange 
Inc. officials sought to control a potential squeeze on the market. 

The precious metals rose on an early report that a French publication 
bad quoted an Iranian official as saying his country would no longer ac- 
cept dollars in payment for ofl. 

Later reports of a denial by Iran’s ofl minister brought gold $2 to $3 off 
its highs for the day, where it dosed $2.90 to $3.60 an ounce higher, about 
steady for the week. Silver futures dosed 14 to 18 cents an ounce higher 
but 12 cents lower for the week. 

In copper, prices continued to rise as traders holding short or open 
selling positions scrambled to cover themselves by buying contracts to 
offset their obligation to deliver copper. 

On Chicago’s turbulent interest-rate futures markets, prices for futures 
in government-backed securities fdl sharply after the go ver n ment reported 
an unexpectedly large $3-b31ian increase in the nation’s basic money sup- 
ply- A prime rate in cr e ase to 15K percent by several sugar banks also was 
a depressing note, a broker said.

NEW YORK. Nov. 18 (NYTi — 
Members of the New York Slock 
Exchange has voted to restrict out- 
siders from buying yearly access to 
the exchange without buying an ex- 
change seat. The Securities and Ex- 
change Commission must now ap- 
prove the constitutional amend- 
ment. which passed by a 574-to- 
510V4 vole Friday. 

At a time when the Big Board is 
under government pressure to help 
develop a unified national market 
system and to open its order flow to 
others, proponents of the measure 
saw limiting access as a way to saw 
more of business for members ami 
to hold up their seat prices. 

The exchange leadership, on the 
other hand, said that adoption of 
the amendment would undermine 
the credibility of the exchange a> a 
public institution. 

The exchange adopted a constitu- 
tional provision in 1977 allowing 
nonmembers to buy yearly physical 
access to the exchange floor as a 
way to attract additional capital 
and trading talent. A yearlv mem- 
bership initially was set at $25,000 
but only four persons have used the 
provision. In October, the fee was 
raised to $35,000 and the number of 
physical access memberships to be 
offered in the next 12 months was 
set at 20. 

Nonmembers can also lease scats 
directly from full members, at rates 
negotiated with sear holders. The 
leasing arrangements with members 
are limited to the 1.366 existing 
seats. A seat cost $190,000 on Oct. 
31.

We look 
for elephants coming down to water, and we 
hear stories of crocodiles eating swimmers. 
Waiters run around brmgtng drinks.

desia. Some of it feeds Nkcano’s men. On the 
return runs, the trains bring out copper, the 
main source of foreign exchange for Zambia. 
The copper is hauled through Zimbabwe-Rho- 
desia" to ports in Mozambique, another of die 
five front-line states that provides arsis and 
sanctuary for another faction of the Front led 
by Robert Mugabe. The ports are operated by 
South African technicians. 

A strange war. 

As dusk falls on the river, more drinks are 
served and we all sing an old song:
